Central African Federation 


NHI referendum: in Southern 
Rhodesia on the White Paper 


| proposils for Central African Fed- 


jeration has resulted in a vote of 
25,570 to 14,729 in favour of the 
plan. 

Of those who voted jspainst, most did so 
because they fear that federation may 
modify the power of the Southern 
Rhodesian Whites over the Southern 
Rhodesian Blacks, although Sir Godfrey 


| Tuegins, the Prime Minister, has been ar 


great pains lo yeussure them on this point. 

The European population of Southern 
Rhodesia is 129,000. In Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland, the other territories of the 
federated area, the European 
population is 36,000 and 4,000 respectively, 
There has been no need for eansuilalion of 
these litter by referendum as there is no 
division among them regarding federation. 

The Atfrican population of the three ter- 
riteries is about 6,000,000. No referendurni 
has been taken among these. Their views 
ure not regarded ag having much relevance 
to the Issue, 

As fur a8 has been possible those of their 
own race who represent them have made il 
emphatically clear that they are opposed 
to the scheme. There have been many in- 
timations that there will be resistance. 

Where there is no consent in matters of 
government there is no moral obligation to 
obedience, and if the scheme is imposed on 
these unwilling people we hope — the 
majority of the population of the Rhodesias 
uml Nyasaland will be successful in bring- 
ing it to nuucht, 

There is reason to believe that they have 
been able to perceive, from what has been 
happening further South, the pawer of nan- 
violence’ in association with democratic 
resistance, 

When their representatives were in this 
country it was clear to them that they had 
au great deal of sympathy among the 
British people, 

We chope that ways and means will be 
found to inuke that sympathy evident in 
the struggle that may now be before them,

HERE has been very little satis- 
faction and very little hope ex- 
pressed by American stutesmen and 
in the American Press arising out of 
the indications of u changed view on 
the part of those in control af 
Russian affairs.

“The military cole punishes 
death the refusal of obedience, 
“Phore exists a moral liberty and a 
faculty of choice, It is upon that eancep- 
tion of ohedience that the international 
military tribunal at Nuremburg  de- 
pended.” 


At the end of the pamphlet there is 
another quotation from Le Monde (from 
an article by Pierre Andriat), 


“Why do we not teach in all the bar- 
racks of the world (if the UN were to 
make obligatory such instruction for the 
soldier on active service it would not 
be wasting its time) a clear and precise 
ruling in which would be set out the cases 
in which « galdicr, whatever his rank, is 
not under compulsion to ebey an order 
whutever muy be the source from which 
it comes? 

“Tf it were specifled for example that 
a soldier is not obliged to torture, to 
burn or destroy 2 non-combatant, includ- 
ing women and children, the soldier 
would have the right in any future Ora- 
dourgs to rebel against his superior 
whether he be corporal or general.”
